When in early springtime the 
voieo of the cuckoo is first heard ill 
the woods, every village girl kisses her 
hand and asks the question, "Cuckoo, 
cuckoo, when shall I be married?" and 
the old folks iuquire, "Cuckoo, cuckoo, 
when shall 1 be released from this 
world's cares'!" 
The bird in answer 


continues singing "Cuckoo" as many 
times as years will elapse before the 
object of their desires will come to 
pass. 


But as some old people live to an ad- 


vanced age aud many girls marry late 
in .life the poor bird has so much to 


her that the building season goes b.\ ; 
she has no time to make her nest, but 
lays her eggs iu that of the hedge 
sparrow. 


Why a Boiled Lobntcr In Rod. 


In all crustaceans, as, indeed, in al- 


most-everything in nature, there is a 
certain per cent of iron. Upon boiling 
the lobster is oxidized. The effect is 
largely due also to the percentage of 
muriatic acid which exists naturally in 
the shell. The chemical change which 
takes place here is almost similar to 
that which occurs in the burning of a 
brick. 
Iu boiling a lobster its coat 


ceases to be a living substance, and to a 
certain extent it takes a new charac- 
ter. 


It is as a brick would be after burn- 


ing. This- effect can alsp be produced 
by the sun, but necessarily not so rap- 
id, as the heat of that luminary, al- 
though more intense, is not concentrat- 
ed sufficiently to produce the result. 
The sun also exercises a bleaching in- 
fluence which consumes the oxide al- 
most as fast as it is formed, leaving 
the shell white or nearly pure lime.
